DR. BRISTOL ON MBRAINSM 


Bring s Lecture to a Point Around 


the Little ReiTSchool House 


and School Teacher 


today , Tthe J men" ¿who '‘are^devoting 


The C hautauqua tent was crowded 
last nig ht by people who were anxious 
to hear Dr. Frank B ristol’s lecture on 
“ B rains,” but the larg e audience was 
surprised by the lecturer’s trend of 
thoug ht when he focused his subject 
about the “ little red school house,” 
and upon the education of the y oung 
man. 
Dr. Bristol 
stated 
that a m an’s 
brains or his ability is not measured 
by the size of his hat, but 
by the 
quality of his intellectual power. 
He 
g ave statistics to show that men of 
equal g reatness possessed brains which 
varied in weig ht, showing that the 
development of a brain cell was the 
element which 
creates 
intellectual 
power. 
But this part oi Dr. B ristol’s lecture 
was only introductory . 
He discussed 
the institutions which develop brains, 
and lamented 
the 
fact 
that 
men 
thoug ht more of money than they do 
of 
their children’s 
education. 
He 
referred to instances which had come 
before hi* observation where cattle 
herders and bootblacks received more 
money 
In some localities than the 
school teachers. 
In some cities the salaries paid to 
school teachers averag e about ninety 
cents a day jdeclared Dr. Bristol, and 
in the same localities day laborers are 
paid much hig her wag es. 
School teachers at the present time 
as a whole are not teaching because 
they like to, but ate accepting posi­ 
tions of this nature in order to g et 
the salaries which are carefully saved 
and used for the most part in comple­ 
ting their educations. 
As soon as a 
man or woman g raduates 
from an 
Am erican colleg e today , he does not 
consider the proposition of teaching 
school for a living , but enters some 
other profession where the salary is 
larg e. 
The salary of the school teach­ 
er is not larg e enoug h to attract ta l­ 
ented men and women who expect to 
folow thep rofession of a teacher dur 
ing their life time. 
Mr. Bristol did not 
criticise the 
work which is being accomplished by 
the modern school .teacher, claiming 
that the school sy stem of today is as 
g ood as could be expected under the 
circumstances. The positional teacher 
is only a stepping stone to some other 
position at the present tim e, whereas 
if the salary paid the school marm 
was larg e enoug h to attract talented 
men, the schools would be attracting 
the “ brainiest” 
men 
and 
women 
g raduating from our hig her in stitu­ 
tions of learning . 
The American craze for the “ a l­ 
m ig hty dollar” has led us to pay our 
harvest Hands and our workmen on 
the streets hig her salaries than the 
school teacher, 
who is supposed to 
shape the ideals of our y oung and to 
build in them personalities which are 
the divine structures of man. 
David 
Starr 
Jordan, president of 
Leland 
Stanford U niversity has said, “ The 
whole of a m an’s life m ust be spent 
in his own company and only an edu­ 
cated man is fit company for himself. ” 
This [one sentence is a sermon in 
itself. 
G ive a man education and true 
refinement and to a certain extent he 
ceases the mad race for ‘ ‘ coin. * * 
P ris­ 
on records tell] us that ninetenths .of 
all crim inals are comparatively unedu­ 
cated men. 
* It is an ackowledg ed fact that ig nor­ 
ance in the present ag e is a crime. 
Dr. Bristol stated that our forefathers 
were in a sense ig norant, but they 
were not to be blamed of that. 
In 
the present ag e when .the Americans 
have che school sy stem, the press, the 
pulpit and various other thing s which 
are educational factors, there is no 
excuse for ig norance. 
The brainiest men in our country 


their lives to study and teaching in 
our 
hig her educational 
institutions 
are~not money ^mad. 
At Leland Stan- 
ford U niversity some of the workmen 
who are eng ag ed in rebuilding struc­ 
tures [which were destroy ed iu the 
earthquake, are receiving better sala­ 
ries than the men £ who have burned 
the m idnig ht oil for y ears, and who 
have toiled to acquire knowledg e in 
order that they m ig ht be professors in 
the 
same 
educational 
institution. 
These are the men who are the true 
brains of our country , and these are 
the men of smallest pay . 
The g reat literary artists of the ag es 
as a rule were poor men. 
They did 
not care. 
They did not worry about 
their financial conditions. 
The lite r­ 
ary productions of the present ag e 
have taken on the modern hue—they 
are w ritten quickly and carelessly , 
money and not art being the m otire 
which drives the author on. 
Money has driven our country “ dol­ 
lar mad. ” 
In the wild scramble for 
wealth which exists, men think more 
declared Dr. Bristol, of leaving their 
children'w eaith than they do of leav­ 
ing them brains and happiness. 
The “ little red school’’.house which 
is after all the true basis of our coun­ 
try ’s g reatness shonld have more at 
tention. 
The men who are moulding 
the 
characters, 
personalities, 
and 
minds of our y oung men and women 
should at least receive larg er salaries 
than the men who do m anual labor iu 
our streets. 
It is the g eneral opinion of teachers 
in our public schools and of men who 
hold chairs in our colleg es and univer­ 
sities that the tim e is coming in the 
near future when our school sy stem 
will be placed on a firmer basis. 
The 
g reat work of our school sy stem at 
the present tim e is in fact a credit to 
our country , but g ood American * * horse 
sense” w ill better it.

Indianapo lis, Aug. 15.—The bo ard o f 
state charities, which has been in ter­ 
est« d fo r so me tim e in no ting the 
steadily increasing po jmlathm o f the 
state priso n at Michigan City and the 
refo rm ato ry at Jefferso nville, has is­ 
sued the fo llo wing statem ent: 
“At 
this tim e the two institutio ns have a 
to tal o f 2,211 inm ates—1,052 in the 
state priso n and 1.159 in the refo rm ­ 
ato ry. 
This is the highest po pulatio n 
in th eir histo ry. 
T heir average a t­ 
tendance fo r the first six m o nths o f 
the present fiscal year was 2.127, as 
against 1.993 fo r the sam e perio d in 
1906 and 1.913 in 1905. 
In lo o king 
bark o ver the reco rds fo r the last five 
years it has been fo und th at the dally 
average num ber o f inm ates was 20.7 
per cent g reater in the first six m o nths 
o f 1907 than in the co rrespo nding pe­ 
rio d o f 1902. 
“The natural Inference wo uld be 
th at crim e is increasing, but as a m at­ 
ter o f fact, fewer men are co m m itted 
to priso n no w than there were five 
years ago . In the tw elve m o nths end­ 
ing with June 30. 1902, 632 men were 
co m m itted to the state priso n and the 
refo rm ato ry, 
while 
fo r 
the 
twelve 
m o nths ending with June 30, 1907, 
there were but 595, o r thirty-seven less 
co m m itm ents. 
“It is a rem arkable fact that while 
there has been a co ntinual and rapid 
increase in the po pulatio n o f the state 
the last five years have witnessed an 
actual decrease o f 6 per cent in the 
num ber o f co m m itm ents to the state’s 
penal Institutio ns fo r men. 
“It Is, therefo re, to 
so m e o ther 
so urce that we m ust lo o k fo r the In 
crease In the num ber o f inm ates In the 
priso ns, and this is fo und in the w o rk­ 
ings o f the Indeterm inate sentence and 
paro le laws. 
Tho se who have been 
studying the results 
o btained under 
these laws have seen ho w they tend 
to Increase the length o f tim e men 
are kept in priso n. 
A no ther fact 
which has been bro ught o ut by repo rts 
fro m the two institutio ns Is that few er 
men are being paro led. 
In 1902, 466 
men were released o n paro le, while 
in 1907 there were but 307, o r 159 
less men so released 
“The figures In bo th cases are fo r 
the twelve m o nths ending with June 
30. 
The state priso n paro led 217 men 
in 1902 and o nly 123 in 1907. 
The re 
fo rm ato ry paro led 249 men In 1902 
and 184 In 1907. 
This Indicates that 
the paro le bo ards are less liberal no w' 
in adm inistering the paro le laws than 
they were five years ago , and the re­ 
sult Is a greater num ber o f men left 
in the Institutio ns. 
At the refo rm a­ 
to ry the daily average attendance fo r 
the first six m o nths o f 1902 was 897.5. 
while fo r the sam e perio d In 1907 it 
was 1,135.98. 
The Inm ^ase Is 238 .48 
o r 26.5 per cent. 8 Iml!ar reco rds fro m 
the state priso n sho w an average at 
tendance there o f 864.12 fo r the first 
six m o nths o f 1902. and 991.5 fo r the 
first six m o nths o f 1907.

Kansas City, Aug. lo.—Cal E. Ryle, 
chairman of the grievance committee 
of the local union of the Commercial 
Telegraphers, declared that the Order 
of Railway Telegraphers had tendered 
to the commercial men now on strike 
their $1,000,000 reserve fund. 
The official record of the proceed­ 
ings of the biennial session of the 
Railroad Telegraphers, held at Min­ 
neapolis last May, however, shows 
that according to the report of L. W. 
Quick, grand secretarv-treasurer, the 
Order of Railway Telegraphers has no 
such huge fund available to aid an al­ 
lied union.
